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Sept. Meeting 
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The September meeting will be at the Regional 
Medical Center (formerly Alexian Brothers Hospital), not our 
usual place at HP. 

Regional is the larger building at the south west 
corner of Jackson and McKee, San Jose. From highway 680, 
get off on McKee heading west.

Take the elevator (right of the receptionist) to the 
basement, go left, left again, then right into the Brother 
Baisal room. 


We are making progress toward getting the Hammer 
Radio Room up and running. The problem has not been 
that club members aren’t doing anything or not being 
available, it is the school district, in particular, Ron Waltrip, 
Head of Maintenance for the school district and the janitor 
at the school. We signed the contract to take possession of 
the two rooms way before the school year ended in June. 
The school and the janitor knew that there were things that 
belonged to various teachers in "our storeroom." These 
things should have been removed from that room before 
school ended. There has been no effort by the school 
janitor to remove anything this summer. The principal had 
gotten upset with me earlier this year when the contracts 
were not signed right away, in her time frame. Once the 
contract was signed, she should have assigned the janitor to 
remove things from that room. She knew that we wanted to 
move into that room over the summer. We can’t move our 
things into that storeroom until the school’s property is 
removed. 
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The other thing slowing us down is waiting for Mr. 
Waltrip to get his men in there to do the work we have 
asked, i.e. remove and cap toilets and sinks and install two 
electrical outlets in the radio room. He had promised that 
these things would be done way before now, but it hasn’t 
been done yet. This is disappointing to me. I have asked 
him before to let me know what we can do for them if they 
cannot do it for themselves due to a manpower shortage. 
Mr. Waltrip has not done this either. We cannot do anything 
in those rooms until he gives us the okay, because of building 
code restrictions. He has removed all of the stalls in the 
bathroom/storage room. J have sent e-mails and phone calls 
to him about this matter. He responds but does not do what 
he says he will do. I am very frustrated by the slowness of 
this whole process. SCCARA is grateful for the opportunity 
to use these rooms, but we need to get moving and get things 
done. It-has:taken far too long. I don’t know what else to 
do at this point. Mr Waltrip had promised that we would be 
able to give up our paid storage unit by now. I’m glad I have 
not given the present storage unit office a notice that we will 
vacate by the end of September. That would leave a lot 
more stuff to deal with. 

We have another problem related to the radio room. 
The John Tanner estate has given us a deadline of Sept 4, to 
have all of John’s stuff off of the property, so the executor 
and the realtor can ready it for sale. I was hoping that the 
store room over at the school would be ready by now, so that 
we could move all of John’s things to the school. We can 
always sort through things at a later date. Right now, we 
have to get things off of John’s property. 

We have found a buyer for John’s large tower. That 
tower will be moved within the next two weeks, once 
SCCARA accepts the offer. 

There has not been much done over at Regional 
Medical Center radio room. Wally is in charge of that 
project, as he is repeater chairman. He will tend to that 
once the Hammer school situation is going forward. I will 
insist that things start moving over there by September, if not 
sooner. (Note - they also seem to be getting ready to do 
some roofing at the school.) 

All we can do now is hang in there. I’m not happy 
with the way things are going and I feel most of you are not 
happy either. If you have any suggestions that will work, 
please let me know. We can’t do anything if they won’t let 
us, contract or no contract. 

I would like to hear a few more people check in at 
the Monday night nets. Even if you can’t or don’t come to 
the meetings, you can be an active participant in the club by 
checking in at the net. It doesn’t take that much time. Let’s 
hear from you on Monday nights! Wally says the 10 M net 
check ins have been dismal lately, remember 28.385 8:00 PM 
Thursdays. 

Remember, election of officers is coming up soon. 
Think about your officers for next year and nominate them. 

We may have a special speaker for the September 
meeting. He will be coming to us from England. We will 
know more about this at the August meeting. If we can get 
this gentleman to be our speaker, I will give notice to other 


radio clubs in the area to increase the audience when he

Update. The time has come. Effective September 1, every US 


ateur will be required to be fully compliant with the FCC’s 

afety regulations. For many, perhaps most US hams, 
compliance means only reading and understanding the 
egulations themselves. Others, however, effective September 
are required not only to read and understand the 
egulations, but must also perform a technical evaluation of 
their station in order to determine that their stations are 
compliant with the new regulations. Compliance isn’t 
difficult in most cases; the vast majority of amateurs will find 
it to be a "slam dunk." However, compliance with the 
regulations is NOT optional. Even aside from the fact that

Text of SB-1714 as Amended: 


SECTION 1. Section 65850.3 is added to the 
Government Code, to read: 


65850.3. Any ordinance adopted by the legislative body 
of a city or county that regulates amateur radio station antenna 
structures shall not preclude amateur radio service 
communications. Any ordinance that regulates amateur radio 
station antenna structures shall reasonably accommodate 
amateur radio service communications and shall constitute ‘the 
minimum practicable regulation to accomplish the legitimate 
purpose of the city or county. 

SEC. 2. On or before July 1, 2001, the Director of the 
Office of Planning and Research shall do all of the following: 

(a) Prepare and publish a technical assistance bulletin 
suitable for use by local officials and planners in the preparation 
and adoption of local ordinances that regulate the placement, 
screening, and height of amateur radio service antennas. In 
preparing this bulletin, the director shall consult with individuals 


and groups with experience in amateur radio service 
communications and land use regulation, including, but not 
limited to, the American Radio Relay League, the American 
Planning Association, the League of California Cities, the 
California State Association of Counties, and the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

(b) Prepare and publish a model ordinance suitable for 
adoption by the legislative bodies of cities and counties for the 
regulation of the placement, screening, and height of amateur 
radio service antennas. In preparing this model ordinance, the 
director shall consult with individuals and groups with 
experience in amateur radio service communications and land 
use regulation, including, but not limited to, those groups listed 
in subdivision (a). 

c) Report to the Legislature and the Governor regarding 
any recommendations for changes to the state statutes-regarding 
state or local regulation of amateur radio service antennas.
